though it fhould be carried by the Commons. But they 

were in this, as inmany other Things, difappointed ; 
for many who had fate filent, and been thought to 
be of one Party, appeared to be of the other: They, 
who thought they could never be fecure in any Peace, 
except the King were firit at their Mercy, and obliged 
ta. accept the Conditions they would give him, were 
willing to change the Hand in carrying on the War ; 
and many who thought the Ear/ of Efex behaved 
himielf too. imperioully, were willing to have the 

Command in one, who was more their Equal. 

Many were willing he fhould be anger’d and hum- 

bled, that himfelt might be more concerned to ad- 

vance a Peace, which they thought he had not been 
forward enough to do whilft he held the Supreme 

Comunand. 

* Wuew the Debate grew ripe, St. Joun, Pierpoint, 
* &c. who had been thought to be of the Party of the 
* Parl of Efex, appeared fox pafling the Ordinance, 
* as Uie Only way to unite their Coyniels, and to refift 

the common Enemy ; faying, ‘They difcovered, by 

what. they heard Abroad, and by the Spirit that 

govern d in the City, that there would be a great Dif- 

fatistacuon in the People, if this Ordinance were not 
* pailed. ‘Then they fell into an high Admiration of 
the Earl of Effex, extolling his great Merit, and 
feemed to fear, that the War would never be carried 
on fo-happily, as it had been under him; or if it 
were, that the good Succe(s mult fill be imputed to 
his Conduct and Courage, which had formed their 
Armies, and taught them tonight. By this kind of 
Oratory, and profefling to decline their own Incli 
nations and Withes, purely for Peace and Unity, 
they fo far prevailed over thofe who were {till fur. 
prited and led by fome Craft, that the Ordinance 
was pafied in the Houfé of Commons, and _ tranf- 
mitted to the Peers for their Confent, where no Body 
imagined it would ever pafs. 

‘ Bur what Expeétation foever there was, that the 
Self-demying Ordinance, after it had, upon fo long 
Deliberatien pafled the Houle of Commons, would 
have been rejected and caft out by the Peers, whereby

and the very Day named by which it was averred that 
he would be in the Houle. A Rendezvous was then 
appointed for their new General Fairfax to take . 
View of their Troops, that he might appoint Oincers 
to fucceed thofe who had left their Commands by 
virtue of the Ordinance, and likewile in their Places, 
who gave up their Commands and refuted to ferve in 
the mew Model, who were a great Number of their 
beft Commanders. From this Rendezvous, the Ge- 
neral fent to defire the Parliament, that they would 
give Lieutenant General CROMWELL Leave to flay 
with him for fome few Days for his better Informa- 
tion, without which he fhould not be able to perform 
what they expeéted from him. ‘The Requeit feemed 
fo reafonable, and being for fo fhort a ‘Time, little 
Oppofition was made to it; and fhortly after by an- 
other Letter, he defired, with much Earnetineis, 
that they would allow Cromwett to ferve for that 
Campaign. Thus they compafied their whole De- 
figns, in being rid of thofe whofe Affections they 
knew were not agreeable to theirs, and keeping 
CromwWett in Command, who, in the Name of 
Fairfax, modelled the Army, and placed fuch 
Oflicers as were well known to him, and to no Body 
elfe, and abfolutely governed the whole Marual 
Affairs.” 
The World may judge with what Intention and Ten- 
dency Propoiitions of this Nature are ulually advanced 
from this Hiftory of the firlt of the Kind. It will be 
an eternal Leffon of Inftruction, that they are always 
Jobs of Faction; always contrived to unhinge the 
Government of the Kingdom, and never to lay the 
Foundation of any publick Good; but to ferve the 
temporary Ends of felhth Parties, by the moft terrible 
and deitruclive Means, as will be fhewn from the fatal 
Effects of this Sedfdenying Ordinance, in the further Ex- 
amination of this Subject.
